Information Disclosure Statement 

The references cited in the Search Report filed on 7/28/2006 have been considered, but

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into EngHsh from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
maimer in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the admitted 
prior art of the instant disclosure in view of Malovich. The admitted prior art of the instant 
disclosure, as described with respect to figure 1 of the instant specification teaches a pit furnace 
with a closure showing required all aspects of the above claims except the use of "cloth" over a 
frame of steel bars to form the closure, since the term "was developed" in claim 1 to describe the 
"species box" and following limitations optional non-required components with respect to the 
above claims. Malovich teaches that in order to reduce weight and improve mobility it was 
known in the art at the time the invention was made to employ a flexible insulating material 
meeting the requirement of a "cloth wrap" over a metal frame, which may be made of stainless 
steel of any desired type, to construct the cover of a pit ftimace. Because improved mobility and 
reduced weight would also be desirable in the furnace system described by the admitted prior art 
of the instant disclosure, motivation to employ the cover system described by Malovich in the 
fumace system of the admitted prior art of the instant disclosure would have been a modification 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made.
